Flood Threatens Alcohol Plants 





Thirty-five Per Cent of Country’s Production is Located in and South of 
New Orleans—Stocks of 30,000,000 gallons of Molasses also Threat- 
ened-Production for First Three Months of This Year 23 Per Cent 


Below Last Year. a= 


With the crest of the flood rapidly 
approaching the vicinity of New Or- 
leans and threatening the alcohol 
plants located there, alcohol makers 
advanced quotations 2%c gallon on 
Monday due to a much firmer aspect 
to the market. The plants located 
in this vicinity have accounted for 
35 per cent of the alcohol production 
of the country for years back, and 
30,000,000 gallons of molasses are un- 
derstood to be stored in hands of 
alcohol producers and molasses im- 
porters. 


The Orange grove plant of Ross- 
ville Co., at Braithwaite is reported 
to be understood to be under water 
since it was at this point that the 
levee was cut below New Orleans. 
Other plants in the district are Cres- 
cent Industrial Alcohol plant of Ameri- 
can Solvents & Chemical Corp., at 
Algiers, Jefferson Distilling plant of 
the same company at Harvey, the 
largest plant of Kentucky Alcohol 
Corp. at Westwego, the plants of 
Federal Products Co. and U. S. In- 
dustrial Alcohol Co. also at West- 
wego, and the molasses plant of Pen- 
ick & Ford between Marrero and 
Harvey. All of these plants are 
South of the city. In the city are 
two plants of U. S. Industrial Al- 
cohol Co. as well as the molasses plant 
of Dunbar Molasses Co. 


In the opinion of the most san- 
guine alcohol producers, the least that 
can happen is a transportation tie-up 
of thirty-five or forty days, meaning 
that neither alcohol can be moved 
out of the plants or molasses moved 
in. This will throw the demand on 
other plants of the country. It is 
also quite probable that some of the 
plants will themselves be flooded re- 
sulting in settling of tanks, going out 
of boilers, breaking of steam lines, and 
thus disabling the plants for some 
time. 


Production figures for the first 
three months of this year show that 
compared with the same three months 
of last year there has been a falling 
off in production of 23 per cent. This 
does not take into consideration the 
plants that have come into operation 
since last year such as the Deepwater 
plant of Du Pont. If the plants of 
the balance of the country are pushed 
to capacity, demand most likely will 
be satisfied, but the surplus capacity 
will be removed temporarily from the 
market and a much firmer attitude 
on the part of producers is anticipated. 


NITRATE CO’S DEFICIT 


Anglo-Chilean Consolidated Ni- 
trate Corp. reports for 1926 deficit 
of $2,009,619 after depreciation, de- 
pletion, taxes and interest on de- 
benture stocks and bonds, compar- 
ed with deficit of $233,699 in 1925. 
Operating income was $929,937, 
against $1,645,479, and total income 
was $1,105,964, against $1,782,177. 
Interest, taxes and other charges 
were $2,563,381, against $1,450,169. 
Depreciation and depletion were 
$552,202, against 565,707. Presi- 
dent E. A. Cappelen Smith said: 


“Operations in Coya Norte plant 
to date have resulted in an extrac- 
tion considerably in excess of 90 
per cent. from caliche of lower grade 
than the average of Coya Norte 
deposits, producing nitrate of qual- 
ity superior to the Chilean average. 
The extraction has been obtained 
with a fuel economy better than 
forecast, and inasmuch as the fore- 
casts were on the basis of only 90 
per cent, extraction from average 
caliche, these results are highly 
satisfactory, and the company has 
decided to increase capacity of the 
new plant to 500,000 tons per year.” 


DYE TRUST PAYS 10 P. C. 

German dye trust directors have 
declared a 10 per cent dividend on 
capital stock of 641,600,000 marks. 
New ordinary shares amounting to 
258,400,000 marks and _ preferred 
stock, $200,000,000 marks will carry 
dividends beginning with 1927. 
Gross profit in 1926 was 186,070,000 
marks compared with 168,000,000 
marks in 1925. Net profit in 1926 
was 70,520,000 marks. Overlvead ex- 
penses in 1926 were 42,110,000 
marks. The company charged 75,- 
230,000 marks to depreciation, 

I. G. Farbenindustrie the German 
dye trust lists 384,980,000 marks 
in bank deposits, against an indebt- 
edness totaling 393,660,000 marks. 


MONSANTO SALES INCREASE 


Monsanto Chemical Works reported 
that the first quarter of 1927 shows 
a net profit after all charges of $204,- 
716, compared with $97,873 for the 
first quarter of 1926. The better 
showing was due mainly to operat- 
ing economies recently effected, and 
improved conditions. Sales were 13% 
greater than during the same period 
of 1926. 

Company’s Monsanto, (East St. 
Louis) Plant operated throughout the 
three months in excess of 90% of 
capacity and the prospect is for con- 
tinued capacity operations. 

The Board declared the usual quar- 
terly dividend of 50 cents per share.

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Proposed North African Phosphate Pool 


Richer Phosphates of Morocco and United States More Popular In Europe 
Than Tunisian and Algerian Products—Exports To Be Apportioned— 
—Plan Proposed to Avoid Necessity for Government Subsidies and 


Reduction of Wages 


(Special to CHEMICAL MARKETS) 

Paris, France, April 23—Progress 
is being made toward the formation 
of a phosphate cartel for the French 
North African production. It is 
claimed by those interested in these 
exploitations that for a year the 
North African phosphate production 
has exceeded the demand. As a re- 
sult, prices have fallen and the out- 
look for the industry is not promis- 
ing. Buyers show increased prefer- 
ence for the richer phosphates of 
Morocco and United States. In fact 
the difference of value between the 
unity of phosphate at 60% and that 
at 75 to 77% permits a considerable 
economy in regard to transportation 
charges by land and sea, expense of 
loading and unloading, factory trans- 
formations, packing, incidental to the 
final production of sulfuric acid . 

The 58/63 phosphate, from which 
is obtained superphosphate at 14%, 
was sold in 1926 at francs 0.80 (aver- 
age exchange francs 31.44 per dollar) 
per unit, on board vessel at Tunis, 
or 48 to 50 francs per metric ton for 
that averaging 60 per cent purity. 
The Moroccan 75/77% was delivered 
on board vessel at Casablanca on the 
basis of francs 1.75 per unity, or 
130 francs per ton. 

Disproportion in price is a handi- 
cap for the Tunisian and Algerian 
exploiters who cannot receive remu- 
neration comparable to that of the 
Moroccan producers. It is predicted 
that if unrestricted competition con- 
tinues the Algerian phosphate activity 
must gradually decline. Algerian de- 
liveries have diminished by 13% since 
1924 while Tunisian shipments to 
Europe have fallen slightly in tonnage 
since 1925. 

To save the Tunisian and Algerian 
industries from the successful compe- 
tition of the Moroccan product, a 
producers’ cartel, with participation 
of the Office CW’erifien des Phos- 
phates, the Government agency in Mo- 
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rocco, is under consideration. The 
main points of the project, which 
was elaborated in July, 1926, at a 
meeting presided over by the French 
Minister of Agriculture, are as fol- 
lows: 

The Governments of Algeria and 
Tunisia will deposit one franc per 
ton for each ton of phosphate ex- 
ported from those countries. The 
Office Cherifien will contribute a sum 
equal to that paid in by the Algerian 
and Tunisian competitors. The sums 
thus realized will be at the dispo- 
sition of the Minister of Agriculture 
for the development, by different 
means, of the consumption of phos- 
phates in agriculture. The export 
sales from the three producing coun- 
tries will be apportioned and regu- 
lated by the progress of European 
consumption. 

Further arguments in favor of the 
plan are that it will spare the ne- 
cessity of Government subsidies to 
the phosphate industries of Algeria 
and Tunisia; it will prevent a rui- 
nous competition that would debase 
prices and provoke a cut in wages, 
with a consequent exodus of North 
African workers to France; and it 
would avoid the undue development 
of the rich Moroccan mines to the 
prejudice of the progressive exploi- 
tation of the other resources of the 
protectorate including agriculture, 
stockraising, forestry, and mining in 
general. 





MEDAL FOR PROF. ABEL 

Willard Gibbs Medal will be award- 
ed Prof. J. J. Abel, John Hopkins 
University, at a meeting of Chicago 
Section of American Chemical So- 
ciety, at University of Chicago, May 
27. Probably 500 chemists from IIli- 
nois, Wisconsin, Iowa, Missouri, Ne- 
braska, Minnesota, and Indiana will 
report the results of research in many 
fields of chemical science. Human 
welfare will be the keynote of the 
gathering. Willard Gibbs Medal was 
founded by William A. Converse, one 
of the oldest members of the Chi- 
cago Section, and was named after 
Willard Gibbs, one of the greatest 
of American physical chemists.

Mitsui in Ammonium Sulfate Trade 


Takes Over Suzuki Interests—Chilean Producers Guild Decides Not to 
Renew Nitrate Contract With Suzuki—Huge Oil Shale and Coal De- 
posits in Manchuria—Kay Harrison Describes South Manchurian Field 


(Special to CHEMICAL MARKETS) 


Tokyo, Japan, April 21—Japan Salt 
Industry Co. in Kwangtung leased 
territory is affiliated with the Suzuki 
institution. Its products are sold to 
Monopoly Bureau. Among other 
commodities handled by Suzuki Sho- 
ten, such as silk, sugar, wheat, rice and 
pig iron, the importation of Chilean 
nitrate of soda and sulfate of am- 
monia is carried on. Suzuki Shoten 
holds the sole agency for importation 
of Chilean salpeter for Japan accord- 
ing to a contract with the Chilean 
producers’ guild. 


The contract began October, 1925, 
and terminates at the end of June, 
1927. The guild has decided not to 
renew the contract to compete with 
German atmospheric nitrogenous fer- 
tilizer. The Suzuki Shoten recently 
delivered 16,000 tons to its sales 
agents and has no stocks available for 
dumping. The Suzukis had contract- 
ed the delivery of 13,500 tons of Ger- 
man ammonium sulfate to its agents. 
No delivery will be made under pres- 
ent financial conditions. Mitsui Bus- 
san Kaisha has decided to take the 
place of Suzuki Shoten in the am- 
monium sulfate business here. 


Oil shale at Fushun collieries main- 
tained by South Manchuria Railway 
Co., has been excluded from a bill 
that was passed by the Imperial Diet 
recently to operate upon the contracts 
for the purchase of domestic products 
by the Government. The railway 
may he forced to suspend the pro- 
posed enterprise. If Fushun oil shale 
was included in the provisions of the 
bill, it might facilitate the conclusion 
of the contract with the Navy but 
this is not thought to stand in the 
way of pushing the enterprise. Grant- 
ing that some legal support be nec- 
essary, no oil will be produced this 
year, probably not for three years. 
The bill regarding Fushun oil shale 
is likely to be introduced to the Diet 
at its next session. Kay Harrison. 
who holds the concession in Japan and 
China for the Trumble process of me- 
chanically extracting oil from oil 
shale and low-grade coal, recently 
made a thorough investigation of the 
South Manchurian field. During his 
stay here Mr. Harrison declared that 
Japan’s coal and oil shale deposits 
in South Manchuria are sufficient to 
supply the oil needs of the nation, 
both naval and industrial, for a cen- 





tury. Mr. Harrison asserted that the 
coal and oil shale deposits controlled 
by South Manchuria Railway are the 
largest in the world. 
deposits are 25 miles from 
Mukden and covers an area of 24 
square miles. The coal seam is 130 
ft. thick and is covered by a layer 
of oil shale 400 ft. thick. Accord- 
ing to Mr. Harrison’s estimates, the 
coal is low grade and will yield 15 
gallons of cil per ton. 


The 


South Manchuria Railway proposed 
a development program providing for 
the expenditures of $10,000,000 over 
a period of five years. This program 
would supply half a million tons of 
oil yearly, according to Mr. Harrison, 
enough to supply the nation’s naval 
needs. Japan’s total oil consumption, 
naval and industrial, is 1,000,000 tons 
a year. The commercial success of 
extracting oil from shale in South 
Manchuria is still doubtful, Mr. Har- 
rison declared, but that in any event 
the shale must be moved before the 
deposits of coal can be utilized, so 
that it might pay the Government to 
undertake the extraction of oil from 
the shale even if the cost of such 
extraction did exceed the present cost 
of importing crude oil. At present 
the field is yielding 6,000,000 tons 
of oil vearly. All these plans have 
been laid aside until the next oppor- 
tunity to introduce the bill in the Diet.

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SODIUM IN 1926 


Production of sodium compounds, 
not including common salt, from 
natural salines and brines in 1926, 
amounted to 93,480 short tons, valued 
at $2,326,750, an increase of 28 per- 
cent in quantity and 11 per cent in 
value compared with 1925. They 
cover the output of sodium carbonate, 
sodium bicarbonate, sodium sulfate, 
trona, and borax. 


Sodium carbonate (soda ash) and 
sodium bicarbonate were produced 
from Owens Lake by Inyo Chemical 
Co., Cartago, Calif., and Natural 
Soda Products Co., Keeler, Calif. 
Hydrated sodium carbonate (sal 
soda) was produced by Wyoming 
Soda Products Co., Green River, 
Sweetwater County, Wyoming. Trona, 
a double salt of sodium carbonate and 
sodium bicarbonate, was produced by 
Natural Soda Products Co., Keeler, 
Inyo Chemical Co., Cartago, and 
American Potash and Chemical Co. 
(successor to the American Trona 
Corp.), Trona, Calif. Sales of so- 
dium carbonates in 1926 amounted to 
56,750 tons, valued at $1,154,840, an 
increase of 24 per cent in quantity 
and 25 per cent in value. 

Sodium sulfate (salt cake) was 
produced at Clarkdale (P. O. Camp 
Verde), Yavapai County, Ariz., by 
Sodium Products Corp. (successor to 
Western Chemicals, Inc.) ; Wabuska, 
Nev., by American Sodium Co. (suc- 
cessor to Nevada Sodium Co.), and 
at Monse, Washington, by Naso 
Chemical Co. Hydrated sodium sul- 
fate (Glauber’s salt) was produced at 
Casper, Wyo., by D. W. Gill. 

Sales of sodium sulfate in 1926, 
comprising natural salt cake and 
Glauber’s salt were 19,629 tons, val- 
ued at $166,800, about double the out- 
put of 1925. 

Boron minerals shipped in 1926 
amounted to 115,970 tons, an increase 
of 2 per cent. The value was $3,128,- 
110. These include borax (sodium 
borate) produced from natural brines 
at the plants of American Potash & 
Chemical Co., Trona, and Burnham 
Chemical Co., Westend, Calif., and 
colemanite (calcium borate) mined at 
Death Valley Junction, Calif., by Pa- 
cific Coast Borax Co., at Shoshone, 
Calif., by C. M. Rasor; and at Las 
Vegas, Nev., by Westend Chemical 
Co.

Outstanding in industrial chemi- 
cals during the week was alcohol. 
The flood of the Mississippi has al- 
ready flooded one of the plants lo- 
cated South of New Orleans and 
some others are threatened, if not 
with flooding, at least with a stop- 
page of transportation. The New 
Orleans district accounted for thir- 
ty-five per cent of the alcohol pro- 
duction of the country during the 
past several years. Producers ad- 
vanced quotations on Monday 2%c 
gallon anticipating a scarcity. 

Another price change of note was 
the reduction in domestic white 
ammonium chloride on May 1 to a 
basis of 5%c lb. at the port of entry 
to meet the imported competition. 
Barium chloride is soft and prices 
are reported as low as $57 ton. Tin 
salts have suffered another reduc- 
tion following a lower market for 
the metal. Copper sulfate is strong 
at the recent advance. 


Benzene is moving freely and 
there seems to be no great accumu- 
lation of stocks. However, prices 
are soft and the open price of 24c 
gallon for tankcars of pure and 90 
per cent are being shaded quite gen- 
erally to 22c@23c gallon. Toluene 
remains firm and supplies are 
scarce. Xylene and solvent naph- 
tha are openly quoted unchanged 
but prices are yery soft due to very 
slight demand. Phenol is lower 
from producers. 


Intermediates remain firm in 
price under a steady routine de- 
mand. Dyes are somewhat firmer 
but the flood is expected to curtail 
considerably the movement to the 
Southern textile district. 

As a whole the oil market was 
quiet and routine over the past 
week. Most items are holding up 
well in spite of the lack of demand 
for practically all oils.

PAINT OUTPUT LARGER 

(Special to CHEMICAL MARKETS) 

Washington, D. C., May 4—Re- 
ports from paint and varnish manu- 
facturers indicate production dur- 
ing six-months period July 1 to 
Dec. 31, 1926, was as follows: 212, 
536,900 pounds of paste paints, 
comprising 128,930,900 pounds of 
pure white lead in oil, 14,535,600 
sounds of combination or graded 
whites, 4,362,500 pounds of zinc 
oxide in oil, and 64,707,900 pounds 
of other paste paints; 45,623,000 gal- 
lons of ready-mixed and semipaste 
paints, including enamels; 36,242,- 
900 gallons of varnishes, japans, 
and lacquers, other than pyroxylin; 
12,843,600 gallons of pyroxylin( ni- 
trocellulose) varnishes or lacquers; 
and allied products comprising paint 
and varnish removers, 413,100 gal- 
lons; stains (not varnish stains) 
2,159,800 gallons; liquid fillers, 376,- 
900 gallons; >aste fillers, 7,515,900 
pounds; and putty 30,837,400 pounds. 

Statistics for paints and varnish- 
es for the second half of 1926 com- 
pared with the first half show in- 
creases of 1.7 per cent and one-half 
of 1 per cent, respectively, for paste 
paints and ready-mixed and semi- 
paste paints, including enamels, a 
decrease of 4.8 per cent for varnish- 
es, japans, and lacquers, other than 
pyroxylin, and an increase of 26.7 
per cent for pyroxylin varnishes or 
lacquers. 


B. E. Stillwell, examiner of the 
Interstate Commerce Commission has 
prepared a proposed report for the 
Commission in the case of Illinois

DISCUSS SPRAY HAZARDS 


Agricultural Insecticide and Fun- 
gicide Manufacturers’ Association 
discussed spray hazards at a meet- 
ing at Hotel Commodore, on Wed- 
nesday, April 27. Dr. C. P. Vree- 
land urged the removal of arsenical 
residue, especially on apples. 
George B. Heckel, secretary, in his 
annual report, said: During the past 
year there has been a great deal of 
alarm and uncertainty among apple 
growers regarding arsenical resid- 
ues on fruit, especially apples, cul- 
minating in a libel suit entered by 
the Bureau of Chemistry against a 
large shipment of apples from Col- 
orado. The entire matter appears 
to be approaching a satisfactory so- 
lution. 

Dr. C. B. Vreeland, of Lucas Kil- 
tern Co., said in part: The bulletin 
recently issued by the Oregon Ex- 
periment Station, No. 266, February, 
1927, is the result of a great amount 
of investigation, and considering the 
newness of the subject and the 
problems involved, great credit is 
due to Profs. R. H. Robinson and 
Henry Hartman for their splendid 
work. I quote the last paragraph 
of the report:—“It is at once ap- 
parent that if the washing method 
is ever to be practical, equipment 
for its use must be developed. 
Fortunately, considerable progress 
has already been made in this di- 
rection. Several individuals and 
commercial firms are now working 
on the problem, and _ indications 
are that efficient and economical 
washing machines will soon be 
available.”

Washington, D. CC. May 4— 

Consumption of palm oil in United 
States thas increased enormoudly 
in recent years. Imports of palm 
oil and palm kernel oil have grown 
from something less than 13,000 
tons in 1921 to more than 100,000 
tons in 1926. The value of these 
imports in 1925 reached approxi- 
mately $18,000,000 tons. West 
Africa is the chief source of the 
world’s palm oil, producing more 
than 90 per cent. The industry 
has taken root in the Dutch island 
of Sumatra where it has made: re- 
markable progress during the last 
few years. Before the World 
War areas planted to the oil palm 
amounted to less than 7,000 acres 
while at the present time it is es- 
timated that more ‘han _ 100,000 
acres are under cultivation in the 
thirty or more European-managed 
plantations. The capital invested 
in these plantations is estimated 
to be more than $16,000,000. 

In contrast with the more scien- 
tific methods used in Sumatra, 
the wild palm-oil production ‘of 
West Africa is crude and waste- 
ful. 

Most of the palm oil imported 
into the United States is obtained 
direct from the producing regions, 
although formerly the greater part 
was shipped through European 
ports. The Sumatra planters are 
beginning to ship their oil in bulk 
instead of in barrels which have 
been found unsatisfactory. The 
only barrel which was found prac- 
tical in the shipment of palm oil was 
one of American fir and all the 
barrels now used in the Sumatran 
industry are made by one American 
firm. 





British alkali manufacturers who 
cater to the caustic soda trade in 
Brazil supply a large portion of the 
bleaching powder imported.  Locai 
branches of German manufacturers 
in Rio de Janeiro are obtaining an 
important share of the total import 
trade, which increased steadily from 
571 tons in 1921 to 910 in 1924, but 
suddenly dropped to 609 tons in 1925. 
Less than one ton of bleaching pow- 
der was shipped from the United 
States to Brazil in 1925. 





Suit against German and French 
potash producers by U. S. Govern- 
ment will be pushed, owing to fail- 
ure of the Department of Justice 
and attorney for the potash com- 
panies to agree on a plan to settle 
the case out of court.
